Plans, model presented 
for Regional Health Center 


Floor plans and a scale model of the 
long-awaited Regional Health Center 
in Wilmington were presented on 
Monday at a luncheon meeting of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce. 

Ray McNamara, presicent of the 
RHC and Connie Sprauer, the direc- 
tor, told the meeting that the facility 
would be under construction later this 
summer. 

The building will be of contem- 
porary one-story design, and will be 
25,000 square feet in area. The ex- 
terior will be finished in red cedar 
shingles, which will be allowed to 
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weather to a gray exterior color. 

The architects for the health center 
are Payette Associates of Boston. 
Vance Hosford of that firm described 
the building as being on an “‘open- 
hand"’ theory, where “form follows 
function." 

At the center of the new building 
will be the lobby, where people who 
aren't emergency cases will enter the 
building. Extending from the lobby 
will be the different service areas. 
such as the walk-in unit for emergen- 
cy cases, or the care unit, composed 
of doctors’ offices and examining 
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Tooms. or the diagnostic unit, with 
labs and x-ray facilities 

One attractive feature planned for 
the lobby will be windows that extend 
above the roof line. called a “clear 
Story The lobby will serve as a 
common waiting room for all services 
offered im the building 

‘The doctors’ offices will occupy the 
outside walls of the care unit, for the 
most part Examining rooms and sup- 
port staff will be common, available 
to all participating physicians. There 
will also be a common records 
system_ allowing each doctor to know

Amick wins senate election 


State Representative Carol Amick 
is now State Senator Carol Amick 

The Bedford Democrat won her new 
title and the accompanying position in 
the Massachusetts Senate in 
Tuesday's special election, She beat 
Wilmington’s Michael Caira, 7610 to 
6384, 

Of the nine towns in the district, 
Caira won five and Amick four, Each 
carried his or her home town by a 
margin of more than one thousand 
votes. But solid and significant vic- 
tories in Burlington and Lexington 
carried the contest for Amick. While 
Caira was carrying Carlisle by a 
margin of 38 votes, Amick was out- 
distancing him in Lexington by a 
margin of 750: Her victory in 
Burlington was with a gap of more 
than 300. 

The election fills the seat vacated 
by Sen. Ronald MacKenzie following 
his conviction on extortion charges 
earlier this year. MacKenzie had won 
re-election in the November election 
while under indictment on the 
charges. 

Wilmington’s political summer does 
not end with this election, though. 
The seat of the late Rep. Fred F. Cain 
will be filled in another special elec- 
tion. Five candidates are running for 
the office, four Democrats and one in- 
dependent. The primary election in 
that race will be held on August 2

Sam —Frolio, former Wilmington 
teacher, died in Connecticut last 
week. Sam, son of an Italian im- 
migrant, was a Tufts graduate who 
taught in what is now the Swain 
School over 50 years ago, when it was 
WHS. He had a sonorous voice, and 
among other things was in command 
of the High School Cadet Corps. 

In those days the state had a bunch 
of breech loading single shot rifles 
They dated back to 1876, and were 
loaned out for drill purposes.
